Further Comments on the 
“Miracle” Soil Conditioner 


We are against Krilium for many 
reasons. First of all, it is very ex- 
pensive, $2.00 per pound, and for the 
farmer to attempt to use it, would 
cost many hundreds of dollars per 
acre. The same amount spent even 
in purchased manure, or in labor driv- 
ing a truck, going after residual or- 
ganic matter, would create a much 
healthier condition in the soil. On our 
own farm, by doubling the organic 
matter in the soil, we are practically 
doubling our yields. This last year 
we obtained 71 bushels of oats to the 
acre, whereas the average yield is 35. 
We obtained 105 bushels of corn to 
the acre, where the average in our 
area is only about 45. 

Krilium is a sodium compound, and 
just as nitrate of soda, it poses this 
possible trouble. In the case of nitrate 
of soda, the plant can take a lot of 
the nitrate, but very little of the soda. 
The soda keeps accumulating in the 
soil from year to year and combined 
with carbon, you then have carbonate 
of soda, which is the formula for 
ordinary washing soda. Who would 
put washing soda into the soil? That 
is why where nitrate of soda is used, 
the soil eventually becomes as hard as 
concrete in dry seasons. 

Of course, if this happens with 
Krilium, they will put in more Kril- 
ium later to offset this hardening 
tendency. That is, when I say later, 
five or six years later when the Kril- 
ium compound breaks down. Some 
day, the day of reckoning, the Krilium 
compound will break down and then 
the chemicals of which it is composed 
will do probably the same things that 
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the ordinary chemicals in fertilizer 
do today. 

They have not tested the effects of 
plants fed to animals, let us say for 
three or four generations, where Kril- 
ium is used in growing these plants. 

It is a very dangerous thing to edu- 
cate the farmer to completely ignore 
organic matter, because there may be 
tiny microscopic factions of matter in 
organic matter which science does not 
yet know of, because our equipment 
has not been perfected sufficiently to 
test for such minute portions. Just as 
vitamins have been discovered, so per- 
haps, in the next generation, they may 
find that plants and organic matter 
contain something, as yet unknown, 
which may be a matter of life and 
death to the individual.

We have had a very interesting ex- 
perience in connection with our test 
garden. One of the fertilizer manu- 
facturers was prepared to conduct an 
experiment at our farm with the effect 
of chemical fertilizer on the secretion 
of nectar from some of the plants in 
our test garden. They asked for a 
sample of soil to enable them to pre- 
pare the proper combination of in- 
gredients. After receiving the sample 
they replied that they were sorry but 
that every known element was present 
in full requirement and they could 
find nothing to add to improve con- 
ditions. We have used only natural 
manure for a period of forty years to- 
gether with turning under an occa- 
sional green crop such as alfalfa or soy 
beans.

How- 
ever, I desire to say that I have a 
patch of rutabagas in my garden plot, 
many of them from 214 to 4 pounds, 
and just as delicious as any Canadian 
rutabaga ever raised. 

In preparing my ground for my 
vegetables, I used about three inches 
of good compost, with a good supply 
of agricultural lime. I disced the com- 
post and lime into the earth about 
two inches, then I sowed my seeds. 
With the addition of lime and com- 
post each year or two, I know that I 
can raise any kind of vegetables with- 
out the use of sprays or commercial 
fertilizers. 

I might add that I never had to call 
on a ‘veterinarian for illness of my 
stock. The reason, I believe, was that 
I never used chemical fertilizers, nor 
did I use any sprays.

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THE EFFECTS OF CHEMICALS ON MAN 


By J. |. RODALE 


HERE is a tendency on the part 

of some organic gardeners to stop 
worrying about their food after they 
have raised their organically grown 
produce. Too often, the organic far- 
mer feels that if he eats his own good 
organic food nothing else will matter. 
He tends, therefore, to close his eyes 
to anything else in the daily toil and 
moil of living and to feel that he is 
protected from all the pitfalls and 
snares that might otherwise beset him 
in the food packages of the grocery 
stores. I am afraid, however, that it’s 
not as simple as all that. 

I don’t want for a moment to be- 
little the wonderfully militant atti- 
tude against commercial fertilizers 
which has grown so strong in the past 
ten years. Not at all. We must carry 
this on relentlessly. But, while we are 
fighting to safeguard ourselves against 
chemical fertilizers, we must also give 
a little thought to the chemicals which 
the food industrialists put into our 
daily diet after the food crops leave 
the fields. 

Today, in this chemical-plastic age, 
everything is either treated with or as- 
sociated with chemicals in some way. 
We eat them. We clean our teeth 
with them. We breathe them in the 
gas fumes of factories and automo- 
biles. We wash with detergent chem- 
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icals, and ordinary soaps will soon be 
as scarce as the dodo bird. Scientists 
are even recommending that we feed 
chemical detergents to chickens. 

In a hundred different ways we are 
contaminated by chemicals. Not only 
is our soil saturated with chemical fer- 
tilizers, not only are weeds so doused 
with them that the fumes fall upon the 
soil, intermix with it and cause basic 
changes in its chemical and structural 
makeup, the ultimate effects of which 
are unknown, but also when the plant 
comes out of the ground it is so spray- 
ed with poisonous insecticides that no 
amount of washing can remove all of 
it. Dangerous residues remain to be 
eaten by the public. 


The extent of chemicalization of 
our foods is hard to believe. Our drink- 
ing water has chlorine in it and in a 
recent issue of the Journal of the 
American Medical Association, it was 
admitted that no tests had ever been 
made to test the effect of chlorine on 
either man or animal. And in this con- 
nection no organic gardener should 


ever use chlorinated water to sprinkle 
on his soil. In many municipal sys- 
tems alum and sulphur dioxide are 
used along with the chlorine—with 
what effect no one can tell. 

Cider contains benzoate of soda and 
poisonous phosphates are used in the 
manufacture of soft drinks. France by 
the way, far ahead of us on this, for 
in that country, the use of benzoate 
of soda is against the law. Ice cream 
and peanut butter are saturated with 
polyoxy-ethylene-monosterate in order 
to give it better texture, and so are 
candy and salad dressings. That 
chaste-looking, ready-whipped cream 
is produced by the formation of foam 
with nitrous oxide. Frankfurters and 
canned meat are preserved with 
sodium nitrite,—a chemical fertilizer 
which damages the hemoglobin of the 
blood. Even ordinary table salt has 
two chemicals in it to permit it to 
pour more easily. Tomatoes have 
chemicals added to prevent softening 
and pickles are made with alum to 
keep them firm and full-bodied. One 
of our famous American soft drinks 
contains a chemical that is bad for the 
eyes. Canned fruits and vegetables are 
peeled by the use of lye, and pretzels 
are given that nice sheen by putting 
them through a bath of caustic soda. 

And I could go on. 


The case against chemicals in food 
processing is aptly summed up I think 
by Sir Edward Melanby, the famous 
English research physician who stated 
in his Sanderson-Wells lecture on 
May 4, 1951: 


“There is good reason to believe 
that much disease in Western coun- 
tries at present is due to errors of liv- 
ing introduced or greatly increased in 
modern times, and it may be that one 
of these errors is the ingestion of food 
treated by unnatural chemical sub- 
stances.” Certainly nothing could be 
more definite than that! And, as Dr. 
Melanby goes on to say, “It was stated 
at a recent inquiry in the U.S. A. that 
of 700 chemical agents at present used 
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in food preparations, 246 had not 
been studied enough from a toxico- 
logical angle to satisfy the Food and 
Drug Administration of that country 
that they were innocuous. Even when 
such chemical substances have passed 
through a battery of tests from the 
point of view of toxicology, unexpect- 
ed results have often ultimately been 
demonstrated.” 


Man is a biological and not a chem- 
ical entity. He must not be treated 
as a storage battery, although, he, like 
the storage battery is made up of 
chemicals. There are, however, chem- 
icals and chemicals. The sulphur in 
the human body is different in its 
action and character than the yellow 
powdered sulphur you can buy in the 
chemists’ shop. The difference may 
not be entirely in the sulphur as such 
but, rather, in the way it is combined 
with other chemicals. To be sure, the 
chemist knows chemicals, but, unfor- 
tunately for the ultimate food con- 
sumer the chemist is a veritable babe 
in the woods when it comes to the 
catalysts, the synergists, the accessory 
factors and even the simple enzymes 
which make the chemical elements act 
the way they do in the human body. 


But, in this connection as Dr. 
Melanby says, the chemist has a hold 
on the popular mind all out of pro- 
portion with his training. “Chemists 
primarily engaged in this work are 
called ‘food scientists’, a designation 
which is misleading, because they 
often have but little knowledge of the 
physiology and pathology of the ani- 
mal body, nor do they grasp the signi- 
ficance or the differences and com- 
plexities of living processes. They are 
apt to view the reactions of the human 
body from the point of view of chem- 
istry.... But the fact is that actions 
and reactions of the human body are 
so unpredictable, and the knowledge 
of them so meagre that the confidence 
and clear-cut view of the chemist may 
often be dangerous.”

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IMPROMPTU COMPOSTING 


Experimenting is a maxim with organic gardeners: here is a man whose 
backyard became a stage for his ideas.

Not being exactly orthodox in my 
thinking seems to have its advan- 
tages, at least part of the time. For 
instance, about 1947 when I subscrib- 
ed to Organic Gardening magazine, I 
read about ‘making compost in a book 
obtained with my subscription as well 
as in published articles. These descrip- 
tions were very interesting but having 
had some experience with myself over 
the years, I knew I would never get 
around to turning over the compost 
piles. I had to think up a way of 
avoiding any extra work. 


Looking over the odds and ends in 
the garage, I found a piece of heavy 
wire fencing about four feet high and 
15 feet long. I could bend this into a 
circle and wire the ends together so it 
would stand up. This four foot to 
five foot circle I tied back against the 
line fence between some shrubs so it 
would not be too conspicuous. This 
circle was a good place to save grass 
cuttings, weeds, leaves, etc., to start 
the making of a compost pile. The 
first year I placed a two inch roll of 
old fly screen in the center of the pile 
to supply air to the center but drop- 
ped this idea the next year since it 
seemed to be of no use. 

My “Secret Formula” for making 
compost consists of the following 
items, (Nothing exact, the propor- 
tions were just guessed at). 

Dried sheep manure 


Wood ashes (from the 
fire place) 

Ground Dolomite 
(CaC03—MgC03) 
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7to8 scoops 
3 to 4 scoops 


3 to 4 scoops

Ground Phosphate Rock 3 to 4 scoops 
Bentonite (colloidal 

clay) ... 3 to 4 scoops 

These were mixed together dry and 
stored in a metal drum or bucket till 
used. 

After cutting the lawn, I would put 
the cuttings and other available green 
stuff in the pile spreading on three or 
four shovels of garden dirt plus a sort 
of “salt and pepper” (10 or 12 large 
cooking spoons) of the “Secret Form- 
ula.” Whenever my neighbors were 
careless enough to leave any grass cut- 
tings, etc., in the alley, I appropriated 
them for the compost pile. Started in 
the spring, this pile would be pretty 
well settled to about three feet high 


Thanks to his special compost formula, 
Falconer can grow sunflowers fifteen feet high. 
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For acid-loving plants like azaleas and most shrubbery, partly composted oak leaves are ideal. 
This compost has been decaying for 114 years. 


around July. I didn’t add water be- 
cause the rain took care of that. 


A 10 inch filling of green stuff 
would net about one to two inches of 
completed compost For instance, in 
August (1951) a 16 inch filling settled 
50 per cent in one week. Incidentally, 
there was no odor to the pile at any 
time. However, I tried the grass and 
weeds without the “Secret Formula” 
and there was some ammonia smell. 
This disappeared when the “Secret 
Formula” was added, even if there 
was no garden dirt spread on the pile. 

I now have two piles of this com- 
post back along the fence between 
shrubs and under the shade of an 
oak tree. In the early spring I start 
using one for the lawn, shrubs and 
perennial beds, etc., the rest goes on 
the garden. When pile No. | is empty 
I refill it with oak leaves which were 
raked under some low hanging shrubs 
in the fall. Some ‘Secret Formula” 
is also mixed with the leaves. The 
leaves are beginning to rot and be 
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worked on by nice big night crawler 
worms. If available, 1 add some green 
stuff and soil to the oak leaves as re- 
piled. It takes one and one-half to 
two years to compost oak leaves. 

With two compost piles, I start 
using one in the spring and clean it 
up about June or July. The second 
pile is started as soon as No. 1| has 
settled to a fairly permanent height 
of three feet. This No. 2 pile does 
not get emptied till summer of the 
following year. The No. 2 pile also 
gets the corn stalks and other such 
things from the garden in the fall, 
and the leaves from the maple and 
elm trees, etc. An advantage of having 
the oak leaves at one spot in the pile 
is that, if you want an acid compost, 
you can dig it out to be used separate- 
ly. When using the compost I cut 
with the shovel from the top to the 
bottom so as to have a good mix, un- 
less picking out the oak leaves for 
some special purpose. 

When I use compost in the garden 
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I do not have enough to spread all 
over so I hoe each row out to about 
three inches deep and spread about 
one shovel of compost to each five feet 
of row and then add about one spoon 
of the “Secret Formula.’ The soil is 
then raked back and scratched for 
planting the seeds. If available, I 
cover the seeds with compost, other- 
wise spread the soil back and press 
down. 


The garden soil is prepared as early 
as possible by the rototiller man. This 
early preparation is helpful as the 
weeds which sprout after rototilling 
will be pretty well killed in the hoeing 
for the compost and seeds. This gives 
one a chance to take it easy for a 
short time and still be “one up” on 
the weeds. 


This impromptu type of compost 
may not be exactly according to 
“Hoyle” but it certainly works. For 
instance, the cucumbers get so excited 
about it that they grow straight up for 
about 15 inches and bloom before lay- 
ing down on the ground like a cucum- 
ber vine usually acts. Sunflowers have 
grown to 15 feet in height and I now 
get carrots up to two inches or more 
in diameter whereas the soil would 
not grow Carrots over 14-inch in diam- 
eter when I started making compost. 
My neighbors carrots grown not over 
10 feet from mine are still the 14-inch 
sized runts. The original soil was 
three to four inches dark loam on 
sand. We are on the old shore line 
of Lake Michigan and by digging 
down a foot or less you can get good 
sand or gravel for construction work. 
There is no body or depth to the 
original soil in this area. 

This year (1951) I used fresh grass 
cuttings between the rows to keep the 
weeds down and hold moisture and 
according to my neighbors I had a 
“bumper crop” of everything. My 
plot is about 15 by 50 feet and from 
the middle of June we (three in the 
family) have been living from the 
garden (except lettuce and a few 


potatoes) and have supplied a number 
of things to our neighbors and friends. 
This ‘garden is no show place, because 
pulled weeds are left to add to the 
mulch. Two or three hours a week 
would be the maximum time spent in 
the garden and that includes harvest- 
ing the crops as well as planting and 
giving an imitation of weeding. 

The accompanying photographs 
will give some idea of the way the 
compost beds look as well as the way 
things grow in the garden. 


While this method of composting 
may seem a bit slipshod it has the ad- 
vantage of being easy and it works. As 
a matter of fact, this general scheme 
may be adopted to production meth- 
ods. For instance, these little circular 
fences can be set in rows with a drive- 
way between. They can be filled as 
the material becomes available. In- 
stead of cutting the wires to get at 
the compost, as I do now, it would be 
possible to pick up the fences and 
drop them at a new location when 
the compost has settled to 50 or 75 
per cent. These settled piles can then 
be picked up mechanically or other- 
wise for distribution. The “Secret 
Formula” seems to be an essential 
part of the program because it sup- 
plies calcium, magnesium, potash, 
base exchange and colloidal materials 
as well as the trace elements which 
are essential for the catalytic action so 
necessary for plant growth and de- 
velopment. Another thing, the “Secret 
Formula” prevents odors. I have pur- 
posely allowed the raw organic matter 
to develop some ammonia type of 
odor from decomposition and then 
added the “Secret Formula.” The 
odor will be gone in a matter of min- 
utes rather than hours. After the com- 
post is completed, there is a sweet 
woodsy smell. It builds up the earth- 
worm population and best of all, the 
vegetables taste good. This is the uni- 
versal report from our friends to 
whom we have given some of our 
excess vegetables. 
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ROSE HIPS ARE NUTRITIOUS 


Every fall your garden may be harboring vast amounts of vitamin C. 
Don’t allow it to go to waste!

OT so very long ago children 

were taught to discriminate be- 
between the clusters of scarlet berries 
decorating our autumn hedgerows. 
The vivid haws on the hawthorn 
bushes might be eaten, they were told, 
but the larger hips of the wild roses 
were poison. At least one naughty 
little girl, being of an inquiring mind, 
experimented by eating rose hips and 
—enjoyed them. Now we are told 
that the once condemned hips con- 
tain a large amount of the valued 
vitamins A and C. All over the coun- 
try the berries are being picked and 
sent to local centres, where syrups, 
extracts, and jams are prepared. The 
superstition that they were poisonous 
arouse from the fact that the seeds 
should not be swallowed. They cause 
irritation.” from Herbal Remedies, by 
Mary T. Quelch, Faber and Faber 
publishers, London. 

The long neglected rose hip or 
berry is at last being accepted in the 
nutrition world as it should be. 
Strange to say, rose hips are higher 
in vitamin C than any other known 
natural source—higher than tomatoes, 
citrus juice, or even the supposed 
pinnacle, red peppers. Orange juice, 
for example runs as great as 77 milli- 
grams of vitamin C in 100 grams of 
juice, while rose hips may contain as 
much as 50 times as much. Red pep- 
pers only come through with 200-250 
milligrams, or three times as much as 
orange juice. The daily requirement 
of vitamin C, incidentally is 75 milli- 
grams. 
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Ivan B. O’Lane in the Journal of 
Home Economics (January, 1949) has 
yet another comment on rose hips. 

“What would you do if oranges 
suddenly became a luxury? 

“In 1947, Sweden placed . oranges 
on the luxury list and embargoed 
their import. ‘How can a government 
deny the children vitamin-rich oranges 
when sunshine is so scarce during 
most of the year?’ I asked a young 
Swedish doctor. He smiled: ‘Very sim-

ple. We feed them nypon rosehips.’ 

“Why not? Fresh rosehips contain 
750 calories per kilogram (2.204 
pounds) while oranges have but 480. 
Rosehips hold 1.2 per cent protein. 
Oranges have but 0.9 per cent. Carbo- 
hydrates measure 11.2 per cent in 
oranges and 17 per cent in rosehips. 
Of phosphorus, rosehips contain 0.03 
per cent while oranges have 0.020 per 
cent, lists Edith Klarin, Swedish nu- 
trition authority, in her book Ndrings 
och Fédoamnesléra. 

“Why not? Dried rosehips have 3.6 
per cent more salt, 28 per cent more 
calcium, 25 more iron. They contain 
5,000 units of vitamin A and 2,000 
units of vitamin C.” 

Perhaps you are wondering why the 
talk of rose hips in March. After all, 
we won't catch a glimpse of the 1952 
hip crop until late summer or early 
autumn. But it is only fair that we say 
our piece as we welcome in the spring. 
As a crop, rose hips should be pamper- 
ed to give maximum yields, starting 
right from March and April. Helping 
along rose bushes with plenty of or- 
ganic matter is ideal. See the January 
issue of Organic Gardening, page 53 
for fertilizer recommendations. 
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A warning is also in order to all 
would-be rose hip collectors. Do not 
pick roses off the bushes which you 
expect to develop hips. Each rose, of 
course grows into a hip after its petals 
fall, so you will have to sacrifice a bit 
of indoor beauty for the luscious red 
berries. 

Lastly, any new roses you may want 
to buy for experimenting with the 
hips should be planted as soon as the 
ground thaws. Experts usually prefer 
to do their rose planting in the fall, 
but springtime is acceptable, especial- 
ly in extremely cold regions where the 
soil freezes before the young stock can 
be shipped from the nurseries. 

Not only are rose hips so high in 
vitamin C—they are a delightfully in- 
teresting and appetizing food to add 
to your diet. The deep-red berries are 
said to combine a peach and tomato 
flavor, “appealing especially to little 
children.” They are so versatile, in 
fact, that a good number of recipes 
are now available. In the July issue of 
Organic Gardening we will print as 
many as we are able to gather, par- 
ticularly for soups, jams, jellies and 
puddings. 

Popping just any rose hips into the 
saucepan won't do, however. Rose 
hips have a personality just like peo- 
ple do, and so each variety has a high, 
medium or low vitamin rating. (Sad) 
to say, the typical garden varieties and 
hybrids are at the bottom of the list. 
Wild, species roses by far surpass them 
in most cases. Of all the rose varieties 
studied, Rosa laxa and Rosa acicu- 
laris are tops.

Happily for gardeners in the heavy- 
snow belt, the vitamin C content of 
rose hips seems to run higher there 
than in southern regions. Nobody can 
quite explain this, since ordinarily 
vitamin C needs plenty of sunshine to 
develop. But researchers in Scotland, 
Northern England, and northern Rus- 
sia have almost always recorded values 
higher than elsewhere. 


We do realize, of course that species 
roses are not the easiest in the world

STATE 
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SHORT SEASON VEGETABLES 


Save yourself the worry of the unripened tomato and the aborted potato 
by choosing quick-growth varieties. 


By DON A. SMITH (Michigan) 


HE GARDENER of the extreme 

northern states has the problem 
of selecting hardy seeds and plants 
which best adapt themselves to the 
short growing season and cool con- 
ditions of this region. Special varie- 
ties of vegetables have been developed 
which prove themselves unusually suc- 
cessful in such states as Michigan, 
Wisconsin, and Minnesota. 


Sweet Corn 

Since sweet corn is one of the crops 
which many northern gardeners have 
the most difficulty with, it would be 
well to consider it first. A. variety 
known as North Star which is a prod- 
uct of the Joseph Harris company, 
and another variety called Seneca 
Dawn, which is produced by the Rob- 
son Seed Company have proven to be 
very early yielders. The Marcross and 
Carmelcross are good medium early 
varieties while the Golden Cross, 
Ioana, Tendermost, and Seneca Chief 
are considered excellent for midseason 
and late corn. 

In northern regions the gardener 
has a very serious problem in choosing 
the correct time to plant corn. If the 
corn is planted too early, it may be 
ruined or stunted by a late cold spell. 
On the other hand very good grow- 
ing weather is often wasted by the 
over cautious gardener. A good rule 
for planting early corn which was un- 
doubtedly handed down by the In- 
dians is to plant when the buds on 
the oak trees are the size of a mouse’s 
ear. 


Cucurbits 
Cucumbers, muskmelons,  water- 
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melons, squash, and pumpkins are 
difficult to raise north of the forty- 
fourth parallel of latitude. In regions 
north of this line it is best to start 
the plants in a hothouse or cold 
frame and then transplant them when 
the weather is suitable. Farther south 
this method is not necessary although 
many gardeners use it in order to get 
an early and full harvest. Among the 
northern varieties of cucumbers best 
suited for slicing are the Burpee Hy- 
brid, Marketer, and A & C. The varie- 
ties for pickling which have proven 
most successful are the Chicago, York 
State, National, and Packer. Both the 
Burpee Hybrid and the York State 
have the added advantage of being

mosaic resistant. Muskmelons which 
have proven successful in the north 
are Honey Rock and Schoon’s Hard- 
shell. The Dixie Queen, Improved 
Kleckley Sweet, and the Honey Cream 
are varieties of watermelons which 
have been grown most satisfactorily 
in this region. However the Honey 
Cream has the disadvantage of being 
less desirable as a commercial melon 
since it is yellow fleshed. 

Among the yellow summer squash 
the Yankee Hybrid and Early Prolific 
Straightneck have proved themselves 
to be among the best of the early 
varieties, while the Zucchini and the 
Cocozelle are the best of the green 
varieties. The Butternut, Buttercup, 
and Table Queen should be consider- 
ed in selecting small winter squash. 
Larger winter squash which have 
been raised with success are the Kitch- 
enette, Hubbard, and Delicious. Ex- 
periments have shown that the Sugar 
Pie is the best choice when selecting 
pumpkins.

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Peninsula of Michigan or other re- 
gions of the north where the growing 
season is under ninety days particular 
care should be used in the selection 
of tomatoes which will meet the rigors 
of the cool summers. Although the 
Early Chatham, John Baer, Victor, 
and Longred are not regarded farther 
south as early varieties, they are best 
adapted to the extreme northern 
areas. The Longred and John Baer 
are also grown because of their ex- 
cellent canning qualities. Among the 
early market tomatoes which can be 
grown in southern Michigan and 
southern Wisconsin are Valiant, the 
Early Wonder, and the Earliana- 
Valiant Hybrid. The Stokesdale and 
Gill’s All Purpose are considered to 
be excellent canning tomatoes for 
these milder regions. 


Cabbages 


Whether or not the yellows disease 
occurs on the land is the first factor 
to be considered in selecting the vari- 
ety of cabbage to be grown. There 
are many yellow resistant varieties, 
but since these are lower yielding they 
should not be raised unless necessary. 
Among the resistant early varieties are 
Resistant Detroit, Wisconsin, Golden 
Acre, Racine Market, and Marion 
Market. The Oakview and Wisconsin 
Ballhead are resistant varieties which 
are excellent for winter storage. Out- 
standing of the higher yielding but 
susceptible early varieties is the Gold- 
en Acre. Though the Ferry’s Round 
Dutch and the Copenhagen are not 
quite as early as the Golden Acre, 
they have been grown very well in 
northern latitudes. The Hollander is 
generally preferred for winter storage 
among the higher yielding varieties. 


Potatoes 


When planting potatoes certified 
seed should be used so as to prevent 
crop failures caused by virus diseases. 
The Menominee is resistant to the 
scab which is especially common to 
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potatoes which are grown in acid soils. 
In the Upper Peninsula of Michigan 
and northern Wisconsin and Minne- 
sota the Green Mountain is the best 
choice. In the southern part of these 
states the Irish Cobbler and Chippewa 
are recommended for early potatoes. 
The Katahdin is a favorite potato 
which matures later in the summer. 
For the gardener who desires a red- 
skinned potato the Pontiac is best 
adapted to this region. 


Beans 


The northern gardener is given a 
wide choice in selecting his bean seed. 
Among the early green snap beans the 
Top Crop which has a round pod and 
the Contender which has an oval pod 
are favorites because they are mosaic 
resistant. Another variety which is 
grown with success is the Stringless 
Black Valentine. For canning pur- 
poses the Rival and Ranger are favor- 
ite mosaic resistant green snap beans, 
and the Tendergreen, and Giant 
Stringless Greenpod have, as their 
names imply, certain advantages. It 
has been found that the snap wax 
beans which are best for canning are 
the Brittlhe Wax and the Puregold 
which ‘is mosaic resistant. The Chero- 
kee and Pencil Pod are preferred by 
some gardeners for table use. The 
Green Kentucky Wonder is a pole 
bean which can be grown successfully 
in southern Michigan and southern 
Wisconsin, and it is a very profitable 
yielder. The lima beans which are 
recommended for this region are the 
Peerless, which has small seeds, the 
Triumph with small plump seeds, and 
the Fordhook 242. 


Peas 


For the gardener of the northern 
latitudes who raises his own peas for 
freezing the Thomas Laxton, Shasta, 
Glacier, and Victory Freezer are ex- 
cellent choices; while the Pride, Per- 
fection, and Surprise are best for can- 
ning purposes. The Morse Progress,

your doing a few things to cement the 
friendship between you. 

Wrens, the tidy darlings, adore 
homemade houses and if they are 
placed in your garage, on your porch 
or anywhere near the house, you will 
often glimpse them creeping about 
the eaves hunting roaches, spiders, 
flies and mosquitoes before descend- 
ing to the ground for a bait of sow 
bugs or worms. 

We had great fun watching a fam- 
ily of wrens nest in a small size syrup 
“log cabin” tin fastened near the eaves 
on our front porch. A tiny strip of 
tin below the door—the door should 
not be any larger than a silver quar- 
ter dollar—served as a sort of porch 
for the wrens to balance on going in 
and coming out of their “cabin.” Small 
gourds, tin cans, wee boxes and little 
“boughten” houses all delight the 
wrens and the same couple will come 
back for years to build in a house to 
their liking. 

Bluebirds also appreciate houses to 


let and like them near yours. Any 
small sort of house fastened securely 
about the place, or hung in the trees 
will satisfy them. 

Martins need and want apartment 
size houses since they nest in a colony. 
They need a rather larger house with 
several stories. It should be fastened 
quite high on a post, iron pipe or 
house top, but never on or too near 
trees. Martins sweep through the air 
rapidly and trees near their house 
interferes with their swift flight. Spar- 
rows are your worst disturbers when 
building for martins. If the martins 
get well started, the sparrows lose out 
generally, but sometimes the martins 
refuse to live alongside the outcast 
sparrows and so leave the place in 
disgust.—Although, I like sparrows 
and won't allow them to be killed 
and persecuted on my place, I honest- 
ly can’t say much in their favor! 

Most birds prefer to select their 
own home sites and do their own 
building. It is, indeed, very interest- 
ing to consider each builder’s charac- 
teristics and how that particular 
species goes on from year to year 
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Today 
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through the centuries, using the same 
set of blueprints that the birds used, 
perhaps, in Eden’s Garden! 

For instance, the dove’s slovenly 
construction never improves, and the 
perfection of the exquisitely fashioned 
humming bird’s nest never varies 
from the ultra in unexcelled work- 
manship. 

Orioles, scissortails and martins 
like high places for building while 
wheat birds, field larks, towhee and 
others build flat on the ground. 

Mocking birds, cardinals, doves and 
many finches like fairly low, densely 
protected shrubs. 

A good way to study bird nest 
building is, first of all attract birds to 
your place, watch them actually build 
and then when they are finished using 
the nest, take it and analyze its con- 
struction. If you have never done this, 
you will be amazed at some of the 
things you learn about bird architec- 
ture. 

One concluding thought on what 
you can do to lend a hand to the bird 
friends that do such valiant service 
for you is about feeding them with 
extra rations in the winter time. As I 
have stated, we do not have enough

No More Farming 


| SEE that there is a new discovery 
which would make farming un- 
necessary. This word comes from a 
biochemist, who is a cancer research 
expert and a mathematician. His 
method’ is to grow plant life in test- 
tubes using carbon dioxide and a one- 
celled algae, the process being based 
on the release of the ehergy of sun- 
light in the laboratory. According to 
him food crops will be produced in 
factories cheaper and more efficiently 
than on farms. Instead of the sun 
shining on the land it will go through 
a factory window and work in test- 
tubes. I do not like this method! 

In the first place, I like the romance 
of agriculture—the idea that my food 
is raised in rolling fields and meadows, 
with peaceful looking cows on the 
scene, with chickens crowing and 
sheep frollicking in the pasture. I do 
not think I would enjoy my meals so 
much if I would think of it as coming 
from a conveyor belt process, in a fac- 
tory. I honestly believe it would ef- 
fect my taste buds and give me dys- 
pepsia. 

The food produced in such a pro- 
cess might leave out some important 
trace mineral or vitamin, possibly a 
mineral or vitamin which is today un- 
known, because present day scientific 
equipment may not be good enough 
to discover such minute fractions of 
life. It is fine for man to have an 
ego, but I think it is also good if it is 
accompanied by a certain amount of 
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humbleness and moderation. If it is 
necessary to produce food in factories, 
it is also necessary to first test its effect 
on human beings, not on mice, and I 
do not see how this can be done unless 
the effect could be checked for five or 
six generations, because sometimes 
certain tendencies are not shown until 
a long period of time has elapsed. 
For such a series of human tests it 
would mean 100 years to find out if 
this new type of food is safe to eat. 

I do hope that some of these same 
scientists will soon turn their attention 
to the organic method of producing 
food. I believe that if the entire world 
of agriculture was run by this method, 
that if every ounce of waste organic 
matter was put back into the soil of 
every acre, we could triple the present 
production yields in a country like the 
United States. But in countries like 
Mexico and India, we could increase 
the yields five or six times. With a 
little of this sort of common sense and 
a little of birth control, why would we 
ever need such fantastic methods of 
producing food which is a slap in the 
face of man and God?

Chemical Fertilizers Better Than 

Organic? 

Dr. Russel Coleman, president of 
the National Fertilizer Association, 
recently told a session of the American 
Association for the Advancement of 
Science that “an analysis proves con- 
clusively that animals fed forage 
grown: with chemical fertilizers are 
superior to those receiving no chem- 
ically-fertilized food. There is only 
one known controlled experiment in 
which human babies fed vegetables 
fertilized with chemical fertilizer and 
manure proved healthier than babies 
fed from manured plants without 
chemical fertilizer. Naturally, a repre- 
sentative of the fertilizer industry is 
not going to say that organically pro- 
duced food is healthier than that 
raised with chemicals. We must be 
aware that the side on which a man’s 
butter is breaded produces a distort- 
ing bias in his general viewpoints. 
After I wrote this sentence I noticed 
that I had reversed the order of some 
of the words unconsciously. I should 
have said, “the side on which his 
bread was buttered.” I was going to 
erase it when I began to think. “No,” 
I said. “I will not correct it.” I must 
first find out why I made this error. 
And as I read back the statement of 
Dr. Coleman the reason dawned upon 
me. Our subconscious mind plays vil- 
lainous tricks on us sometimes. 

As I wrote upon my typewriter Dr. 
Coleman’s original thesis that chem- 
ical fertilizers are better than manure, 
the little imp that is my subconscious 
mind got his dander up. He revolted

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GARDENING 
WITHIN THE 
PAYCHECK 


By QUAINTANCE LEITH (Colo.) 


HE “Patch of Ground” may be 

very small but, if fully utilized, 
you will be amazed at how it can be 
made to help out the “Pay-check.” 
It has taken the exigency of war and 
the consequent shortage and high 
price of food to teach the American 
people the value of a home vegetable 
garden. 

I chanced a few years after World 
War I to see a demonstration of the 
possibilities of a home garden. As I 
went to talk with the owner who was 
hoeing some celery in the back yard, 
I passed by the open kitchen door. 
I glimpsed the wife heaping straw- 
berries on generous portions of biscuit 
fresh from the oven. Odors of frying 
chicken floated appetizingly on the 
air, and a young girl had just finished 
shelling peas to add to the evening 
meal. 

The man, a Polish smelter worker, 
told me his wages were small and it 


was necessary to produce all of their 
food possible. There were three town 
lots or, in terms of farm land, a frac- 
tion over a quarter of an acre. When 
they bought there were a few each of 
apple, pear, cherry and wild plum 
trees, all in bearing. Having the Euro- 
pean peasant’s love of soil, they got 
busy at once. 

I have never seen such intensive 
planting; there was absolutely no 
waste space. Bean vines twined around 
every stalk of corn, tomato plants 
were trained on stakes, cucumber 
vines clambered on the fence. On the 
squash and melon vines, after a few 
had “set” the later blossoms were 
pinched off to prevent immature 
fruits from taking the nourishment 
from the first ones, which grew larger 
and matured earlier. Vegetables of 
all kinds showed a succession of plant- 
ings. On some plots he had planted 
first a quick growing spring vegetable, 
then one that matured in the autumn. 

There were currant, gooseberry, 
blackberry and raspberry bushes and 
strawberry plants. These last two were 
everbearing, and the strawberry plants 
were tucked about singly in every 
available nook. In the orchard section 
stood three hives of bees busy at the 
dual work of gathering honey and 
fertilizing the fruit blossoms. 


Lift up a mulch of grass clippings and feel the fresh, soft earth underneath. 
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There were herbs for seasoning, 
dill, red peppers, anise, marjoram, 
tarragon and sage. A shed at the back 
of the lot housed a flock of chickens. 
Three hens were set at the same time 
and the resulting hatch given to one 
to care for. About one hundred chicks

were hatched each season. Chickens 
carried over from the previous year 
supplied eggs and fowls for the table. 
At one end of the chicken house, rab- 
bit hutches were built against the 
outer wall. 

Clippings from the lawn were dried 
and stored. These were moistened 
with hot water and fed to the chickens 
and rabbits in winter. In summer they 
were given waste from vegetables. 
What they refused was thrown into 
a cement-lined pit, and into this also 
went the cleanings from hutches and 
chicken house and leaves from the 
trees in autumn. This was kept a little 
moist as a compost pile would be, and 
when planting time came a quantity 
of water was turned into the pit, the 
contents stirred and this liquid fer- 
tilizer poured along the furrows where 
seeds were to be planted. The solids 
were spread on the ground and spad- 
ed under. 

This method of composting has 
been foliowed for ages in Europe. I 
doubt that this man would have un- 
derstood if I had told him that his 
was one of the best jobs of organic 
gardening that I had ever seen.

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© Lucky indeed are the gardeners, for 
to them spring is something more 
than the tapering off of the fuel bills, 
the storing away of woolens and furs! 
To them belongs the deep excitement 
of the season...the prospect of all 
their winter plans about to be ful- 
filled, and the first fingering of the 
warming soil. 

© This is the month to turn over the 
compost heap, which you have been 
adding to in the winter. It should 
be well rotted and ready to use. 


¢ This is the month also to plant that 
ornamental you have been musing 
about, or to introduce the new per- 
ennials that have caught your imagin- 
ation in the catalogues. Spring clean- 
ing is a chore, but spring planting is 
a challenge, so make the most of all 
the ideas you have accumulated dur- 
ing the winter. 

© Spread compost over the perennial 
borders to give them a good start. 
Remember that greensand is a pat- 
ticularly valuable potash fertilizer, 
containing important minerals and 
trace elements, and staying with the 
soil over a period of years. A good 
thing to use in the vegetable garden. 
© When the weather has settled, set 
out pansies, forget-me-nots, Canter- 
bury bells, foxglove, Japanese lant: 
erns. Gladiolus plantings can be made 
in the latter part of the month, and 
be repeated at two week intervals 
until well into the summer. 
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¢ Warmth envelops the entire south 
in April, and southern gardens spring 
to life. This is the time to prune flow- 
ering quince and flowering almond, 
but do it lightly, as they are slow 
growers, and old wood produces many 
flowers. 

* If you have access to pine needles, 
try mulching strawberries with them 
during the harvest season. Work the 
needles up under the leaves so as to 
keep the berries off the soil, and you 
won't be bothered with washing sand 
from them later. 

* Perk up pansies with an applica- 
tion of compost and peat moss, and 
they will last considerably longer. 

* If you-have a brick walled garden, 
plant some of the delightful new 
varieties of hollyhocks in the corners 
and see what a stately effect you can 
achieve. 

* If you haven’t yet gotten the weeds 
under control, do it now before the 
hot weather sets in, for you surely 
won't do it then. There’s nothing like 
amulch to keep the weeds down, and 
to conserve moisture too. 


THE NORTHWEST 


* Never plant seeds in poorly pre- 
pared soil because you are impatient 
to get them in. See to it that your 
compost is well worked in, the seed 
bed raked over, the surface pulverized. 
Lime may be needed, particularly if 
your soil is low-lying and wet. When 
in doubt as to the needs of your soil, 
your local state experiment station 
will analyze a sample, or you can buy 
one of the handy home soil-testing 
kits. 

* The appearance of volunteer plants 
of any kind in the garden is the signal 
that it is perfectly safe to plant the 
seeds of such types. Remember that 
self-sown seedlings are generally hard- 
ier than their indoor bred sisters, so 
don’t thoughtlessly pull them up.

© To make your evergreen founda- 
tion plantings look more natural and 
soft, try planting pachysandra or Pitts- 
burgh branching ivy among them. 
The bare stretches between evergreens 
are apt to give a stilted, artificial ap- 
pearance, and these ‘“‘woodsy” ground 
covers are just the thing to dispel it. 
© Fill in hollows on the lawn with 
good soil, and seed. If the fill is not 
too deep, the lawn grass will push 
through. 


e April in this area is a midseason 
planting month, and hurry before the 
ground dries out. Conserve every bit 
of moisture by spading in compost, 
and mulching all plantings. 

® Return all waste material to the 
soil, especially the abundant greens 
of the spring weeds and lawn clip- 
pings. There are activators on the 
market designed especially to meet 
the needs of this area. 

© Bulbs conserve moisture, are easy to 
grow, and are highly decorative. There 
are so many to choose from... yellow 
callas, the showy billbergias, dahlias, 
fragrant crinums, tuberoses (the Pearl 
and Mexican single), liriope, which 
can be planted in sun or shade. 

© Feed deciduous bulbs with compost 
and bone meal until the leaves have 
turned brown. Never cut off leaves 
while still green. These two precau- 
tions will ensure blooms for the next 
year. 


© Feed azalias and camellias with 
compost and leaf mold, and do not 
let them dry out at any time. Camel- 
lias are slow growers in poor soil, but 
being such stunning plants they are 
worth a little care. 


© If your vegetable garden space is 
limited, plant chives and parsley as 
an edging to flower borders. You'll 
have something dainty, and edible, 
too. Leaf garlic can be used in the 
bulb border. Also the handsome rhu- 
barb chard. 
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SWEET POTATOES 
IN THE GARDEN 
SCHEME 


By CHARLES E. BOOTH (Conn.} 


WEET POTATOES are ideal for 
growing in poor, sandy soil. If the 
soil is opened to a considerable depth, 
the sweet potato plants will thrive in 
dry weather. They will not stand up 
under clay or mucky soils. So if your 
garden consists of a sandy loam, try 
especially sweet potatoes this season. 
Preparing the soil to a good depth 
will enable the roots of the plant to 
penetrate sufficiently to contact water 
in the low soil levels. Too much nitro- 
gen in the soil will tend to grow vine 
instead of root. Organic fertilizer in 
the form of well decayed manure will 
do well with the crop in general. 
For the home gardener, it is foolish 
to grow sweet potatoes merely from 
seed. Plants are usually grown from 
over-wintered roots. The roots are 
stored in baskets in warm airy cellars. 
These roots are placed in coldframes 
and hotbeds, on a two-inch layer of 
soil which covers from eight to ten 
inches of horse manure. They are 
placed horizontally and as close to- 
gether as is possible without touching. 
Then enough soil is thrown over them 
so as to allow about two inches to 
appear above them. They can be 
watered then and kept at a warm tem- 
perature. Salt hay can be used to good 
advantage in protecting the roots 
throughout the cold weather. During 
hot weather, the roots will need to be 
well ventilated. Bed them a month or 
so before planting them in the garden. 
As soon as the frosty season has 
passed and the ground appears to be 
sufficiently warm, the sweet potato 
plants are ready to be planted. In the 
northern states, at least to New Jersey,

this méans about the first of June. 
The plants can be set in rows about 
three feet apart and the plants them- 
selves can be placed about fifteen 
inches apart in the rows. Large plants 
of course, are set farther apart as are 
the rows. The smallest of the plants 
are not worth much and these can be 
thrown out. A good side dressing of 
rotted manure, worked into the soil 
before planting will increase the 
growth as well as the productive yield 
of the vines. 

It will be found that the yield of 
the roots will just about double every 
two weeks from the first to the last of 
September. The longer the crop is 
left in the ground, the greater the 
yield will be. But the potatoes will 
rot if left in the ground after the 
frost hits. Sweet potatoes cannot stand 
the slightest hint of frost. 

In the case of white potatoes, sur- 
face indication will tell when the time 
is near for harvesting the crop. This 
is not true however with sweet pota- 
toes. The only way in which to be 
certain of them is to dig one or two 
plants and see for yourself. 

The growing of sweet potatoes 
really calls for a fairly large garden 
because of the space required to allow 
the vines to run. But they can be 
successfully grown in small kitchen 
gardens. A neighbor of mine grows 
them in a large water barrel with 
fairly good results. The vines are 
draped over the barrel and allowed to 
run along the ground on the sides. 
The same method can be used when 
they are planted on the south side of 
a building, or on a high bank. When 
a few plants are grown in this man- 
ner, they not only yield a modest crop 
of potatoes, but they add beauty to 
the small garden too. Being a mem- 
ber of the morning-glory family, sweet 
potatoes produce a_ trumpet-shaped 
flower. 

The vines of this plant are very 
susceptible to injury and it would be 
wise to remember that if they are

Evidently we need chemists who are 
versed in the operation of the human 
body. Particularly do we need them 
if they are going to be involved in any 
way in prescribing chemicals to be 
taken into that body. Similarly, the 
agricultural chemist should be trained 
so that he could be aware of the effect 
on the human organism of the food, 
which he has a part in raising. 

The medical doctors must get into 
the fray, too. There should be med- 
ical men on the staff of United States 
Department of Agriculture who have 
adequate training and background for 
such work. The biochemist makes a 
good beginning, for bio means life, 
and the biochemist is a chemist who 
deals with the processes of the animal 
and plant organism. But the trouble 
is that too many biochemists are em- 
ployed in industry and soon become 
prejudiced in favor of the interests 
of their employers—and, it hardly 
need be added, prejudiced to the 
detriment of the food consumer. 

The food companies with such sub- 
servient technicians on their payroll 
put the names of the poisons on the 
labels of their products, and then feel 
that their conscience is clear. Yet, 
every food item that goes through a 
factory is sure to come out with chem- 
ical taint. The purposes of the chem- 
icals, as I have said above, are mani- 
fold. Some are added to food as fat- 
sparers, some to permit emulsification. 
Some are preservatives, anti-oxidants, 
sweeteners, flavorers and_ colorers. 
Some bleach and “improve” the prod- 
uct in questionable manner. Some are 
used only for aesthetic reasons to 
beautify or to make the product look 
pure. 

To illustrate this last, let me de- 
scribe a visit I made to an ice cream 
factory recently where they were mak- 
ing strawberry ice cream. This par-

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ticular factory went to exceptionat 
lengths to use real strawberries. It 
even had intricate machinery to take 
out the seeds. Unfortunately, how- 
ever, after such a processing the prod- 
uct did not look like deeply colored 
strawberries. Now, mind you, at this 
point the ice cream tasted wonderful, 
but in order to get the public to ac- 
cept it, the company had to add arti- 
ficial coal tar coloring. Customers 
would not touch the anemic looking 
product before the coal tar which 
might really have given them anemia 
was added. The customers’ eyes as 
well as stomachs had to be appeased. 
So, to a certain extent, the public it- 
self is to blame for some of this chem- 
icalization. 

Generally, the first dose of chem- 
icals comes into processed foods from 
the washing of the utensils which are 
used in its production. Added to this 
first potion, are the wax coatings, the 
resins, the plasticisers and the various 
other chemicals used in the food-pack- 
ing materials. In addition to this, the 
food products are further manipulat- 
ed by pasteurization, dehydration, 
homogenization, hydrogenation, brin- 
ing, condensing, ripening, fixing, de- 
coloring, dextrinizing, carbonating, 
distilling, degerminating, pickling and 
other procedures done, not with mir- 
rors, but with dangerous chemicals. 
The chemist is getting bolder and 
bolder. He is speeding up his tempo. 


Right here I would like to add a 
little historical sidelight. Along with 
many other things which we owe, for 
good or bad, to Napoleon, we can also 
thank him for the origination of tin 
cans for food. Napoleon knew that an 
army was dependent on its food to 
gain victories, and he offered a large 
money prize to the man who could 
work out a system to preserve and 
keep foods for the army in the field. 
It was Monsieur Appert, I believe, 
who subsequently came up with the 
idea of the tin can. Thus, Napoleon 
is not only responsible for thé blood- 
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letting of millions of soldiers but also 
possibly for that part of today’s dis- 
ease caused by the eating of food from 
tin cans. 


What was my surprise the other day 
when I met a chemical salesman who 
told me that his company makes a 
chemical that is used to treat the in- 
side of steel used for tin cans. Evident- 
ly its purpose is to enable the food to 
slide out of the can without sticking. 
This is the streamlining age. 

The principal reason the world 
has not become aroused against the 
use of chemicals in foods is I think, 
the method which is universally used 
in testing them for toxic effects. Re- 
searchists take one chemical at a time 
and test it on rats. Naturally, there 
is no reaction, for in one item of food 
the chemical dose is obviously small. 
But what is the cumulative effect of 
twenty small doses a day. In the water 
man drinks and in practically every 
item of food he consumes there are 
chemicals and still more chemicals. 


Man is practically turning into a 
chemical. I was amused recently by 
reading in a newspaper that in San 
Antonio, a rattlesnake bit a man and 
the rattlesnake died. That man cer- 
tainly must have been well loaded 
with some kind of potent poison 
which he is consuming in some man- 
ner. He should be studied thoroughly 
by the physicians of San Antonio. 


Another error in the current meth- 
ods of testing is that tests are run 
on mice or rats for only one or two 
generations. One experiment I know 
of in which the effects of a food adul- 
terant was tested indicated nothing 
untoward in four generations of mice. 
The fifth generation, however, was 
born absolutely sterile. How do we

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know that the chemicals which this 
generation of human beings is con- 
suming at such a great rate will not 
cause sterility in some as-yet-to-be- 
born future generation. Let’s not take 
too much for granted. Let’s not wor- 
ship everything that our scientists are 
doing. Let us use the brains God gave 
us to question the things we believe 
require questioning and make it hot 
for some of these golden-calf worship- 
pers. 

It is true that man can develop a 
tolerance for some poisons. On the 
other hand, it is also true that he 
may be going around chronically ill- 
disposed. Who wants, for ex ample, to 
be so chemicalized that his blood will 
poison snakes? 


On the positive side, I can also tell 
you that there is a great deal of med- 
ical research which shows that the 
taking of certain vitamins will offset 
the effects of some of the poison chem- 
icals in our bodies. But be sure when 
you are buying such vitamins to 
specify that they are extracted from 
natural foods—and never made syn- 
thetically from pure chemicals. 


All in all, what is the effect of 
everything I have been talking about 
concerning the nutritional quality of 
factory-ized foods? In my opinion it 
is cumulatively so dangerous that I, 
myself, try as much as possible to limit 
my own diet to such foods as do not 
enter factories. Of course, the Rodale 
family produces about 70 per cent of 
its food on our own farm Without 
benefit of any chemicals or poison 
sprays. And what food! Waldorf- 
Astoria gourmets do not get half the 
zestfulness of flavor in their eight- 
dollar dinners, believe me!

because at school after skiing in the 
winter time, he used to like to stand 
in it to warm his feet after skiing. 

Further along, just before you get 
to the big rock which stands at the 
fork in the road, is the vegetable gar- 
den. Betty, age six, waves happily to 
you and asks if you would like a 
taste of the peas. She holds some out 
to you, as she squinches her feet in 
the soft, warm garden earth. “They're 
for tomorrow’s lunch,” she chirps at 
you. You notice, however, that a lot 
of the peas somehow get into her own 
mouth. You wave back at her, thank 
her and go on. 

Later when you talk to Walter 
Clark ‘and Helen Haskell, the direc- 
tors of School and Camp, you will 
understand more thoroughly just how 
neatly the organic method works into 
curriculum and recreation planning, 
but for the time being the first im- 
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pressions you've had of the children 
are sufficient. 

The kids you have seen are learn- 
ing about the laws of return and re- 
utilization almost through their pores 
and, as in the case of little Betty, 
almost through the soles of their bare 
feet. These are not studied lessons, 
or nature lessons pickled in formalde- 
hyde. These are the lessons implicit 
in the living of a child’s life; lessons 
which come to them through the 
senses and are never forgotten. 

Beaudelaire says that true genius 
is merely the ability to re-evoke or 
recreate childhood at will. One can 
also say that true teaching genius is 
simply the ability to help childhood 
become creative—and not only crea- 
tive but alive and understandable to 
the child himself. 

There’s a good deal of this kind of 
genius at Treetops-North Country 
and it will produce a lot of healthy, 
creative children.

Georgia Starts Soil Restoration 


Atlanta—Tom Linder, the Agricul- 
ture Commissioner of Georgia has just 
announced that his state is beginning 
a careful investigation of agricultural 
methods and the so-calied enrichment 
of foods. Linder said that his depart- 
ment wants to learn “everything now 
known to science about soil, food and 
feed with a goal of informing farm- 
ers, growers and producers.” 

“New chemicals” being added to 
foods synthetically ‘“‘are dangerous 
although allowed under present laws.” 

The product so treated becomes an 
adulterated product and. should be 
prohibited from sale as a_ so-called 
enriched product.” 


The Farm Bureau Acts 


A helpful reader just sent us a 
transcript of resolution number 26 of 
the New Hampshire Farm Bureau 
Federation. “Organic Agriculture”— 
Whereas much controversy seems to be 
developing over “Organic Agricul- 
ture,” therefore we recommend that 
the State Experiment Station set up 
adequate experiments in an attempt 
to determine the nutritional value of 
food and ‘feedstuff grown by the or- 
ganic method. The resolution was 
passed at their 36th annual meeting 
in November, 1951 at Concord, N. H. 


Rutgers to Study Organic Wastes 


Possible agrtcultural uses for the 
mountains of organic wastes produc- 
ed in New Jersey each year will be 
studied at the Agricultural Experi- 
ment Station, Rutgers University. 
The impetus has come from the 
Walker-Gordon Laboratory Co., who 
has given a research grant of $17,500 
for three and one-half years of future 
work. Plus the tons and tons of can- 
ning wastes, the project will also look 
into the fertilizer use of kitchen waste 
and sewage sludge.

broken or injured in any manner, the 
yield of the plants will be reduced. 
A careful watch is essential with the 
crop. Insects and diseases will ruin 
an entire crop in a surprisingly short 
time if not checked immediately. In 
the south, the sweet potato weevil is a 
common pest. In dry weather, the 
wire worm may cause havoc among 
the plants. Black rot and the sweet 
potato pox are among the most com- 
mon diseases. A good amount of 
organic matter worked into the soil 
of the garden will be of help in dis- 
couraging the sweet potato pox. 


The sweet potato is one of the best 
nutritional crops in America. In the 
yellow or orange-colored varieties, we 
find the valuable vitamin A, or caro- 
tene. There are many varieties and 
colors in the sweet potato family, but 
some are often referred to as “yams.” 
This is incorrect, as true yams are a 
decidedly different vegetable altogeth- 
er. Few real yams are grown in this 
country except in some parts of 
Florida. 

As for choice of varieties, it should 
be remembered that in areas where 
the weather is cool the year round, 
this vegetable cannot be successfully 
grown at all. In fact, in the eastern 
states, they should not be attempted 
above zone five. In the states situated 
within the northern limit of the crop, 
the Big-stem Jersey is a favorite. It is 
mealy and stands up well. The Yel- 
low Jersey, (yellow skinned), and the 
Red Jersey, (red skinned), are two 
others grown in this area. The south- 
erners, favoring the moist-fleshed 
types choose the Porto-Rico, the 
Nancy Hall and the Pumpkin varie- 
ties. In the far west, Prolific and 
Priestly are grown. Find out about 
soil and climate conditions before at- 
tempting this crop.

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Ingredients in Test Plots 


Q. I was very much interested in 
the editorial of the December issue 
entitled “Organically Treated Plots 
Superior.” There was one omission, 
however, which I think was probably 
an oversight, but which you might 
want to report to your readers. 

In your description of the treatment 
given to each crop, you state “One 


cylinder was treated with compost, 
one with chemical fertilizer, one with 
chemical fertilizer plus manure, and 
one with organic matter applied by 
the sheet composting method.” Al- 
though this describes the materials 
used, it does not indicate the amounts 
of plant nutrients actually applied in 
each treatment in terms of nitrogen, 
phosphorus, and potash. 

I believe that you will agree that 
this is the most important part of the 
experimental data and I hope you can 
include it in some future issue. 


A. You are absolutely right. We 
are only too glad to print the formulas 
of fertilizers used on our experimental 
plots.

Black Rot in Grapes 
Q. My grapes receive the direct 
sun in summer only from eleven until 
four o'clock. This year the young 
vines bore heavily but developed 
black rot. Should I take up the vines 
and move them to an open field? 


A. Grapes thrive best where there 
is good soil drainage and good air 
ventilation. But before transplanting 
your grapes, take pains in preparing 
the soil, incorporating into it pulver- 
ized rock, compost, and leaf mold. By 
doing this the grapes will feed for 
many years. 

Black rot can be lessened by pick- 
ing off the dried fruits in which the 
fungus winters over. Remove these 
fruits to the compost heap. Compost 
made from such rotted fruits may 
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even be effective in giving the vines 
resistance to the black rot fungus. The 
grape tissue builds up resistance to dis- 
ease just like our body does, and a 
grape plant fertilized with its own 
residues may become strong enough 
to withstand the rot. 


Easy Composting 


Q. I am chairman of a Garden 
Club in California and so have had 
the opportunity of getting the club 
members interested in organic gard- 
ening. It is a new idea to them and 
they are most enthusiastic. I have told 
them how to make a compost pile 
according to Sir Albert Howard's 
method. However, some of them are 
widows and feel it is too difficult for 
them. Are there other methods for 
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building a compost pile that would 
meet the requirements of _ these 
women? 


A. The idea of having to turn a 
compost heap always seems to crop 
up as a mental block in the mind of 
the gardener. And for this reason, 
the Howard method of composting 
has been adapted in a number of ways 
to meet special problems. 


“When will I find time for the 
tedious and backbreaking job of turn- 
ing compost,” exclaims Mary Green- 
thumb. “I have four children and a 
restless husband to take care of!” 
Precisely for her is designed the two- 
by-two-by-two-foot compost pile. And 
if a simple wooden frame can be built 
to house it, some of the watering for 
the heap will also be avoided. 

Whenever the garbage cans have to 
be emptied, simply place the contents 
on top of the heap and cover with 
earth. Gradually the heap will be 
built up to two feet high but should 
go no higher. Then there will be prac- 
tically no heat generated, which or- 
dinarily burns up the organic matter 
to a fraction of the original amount. 
Allow for drainage, either by collect- 
ing it in the top few inches of soil

at this blasphemous idea, so that 
when I began to write down Cole- 
man’s reversal of logic, the imp ex- 
ressed his indignation by making me 


bread my butter instead of buttering 
my bread. He made me reverse my 
logic too. When my imp reads this, I 
hope he doesn’t get too big for his 
breeches. 


Raw Organic Matter 

The story of Louis Pasteur reminds 
me of the birth pains that the organic 
method is having to undergo. First 
we recommended only compost in gar- 
dening but when we later suggested 
that it would be better if the organic 
matter was used raw (as a mulch) dis- 
agreement ensued. For the most part 
the average organic gardener went 
along with us, but there were a few 
hold-outs. In fact we lost a few valu- 
able friends. But going into the third 
year of the change, we at Organic 
Gardening still feel that it is much 
more scientific to mulch. 

Before Louis Pasteur came on the 
scene the medical men believed that 
it was best to eat vegetables raw wher- 
ever possible. Then Pasteur discover- 
ed that certain diseases were caused 
by microbes which could be killed by 
boiling. The doctors did not agree 
with Pasteur and fought him tooth 
and nail, but finally they gave in and 
then went to the other extreme. They 
said that all food must be thoroughly 
cooked and that especially with regard 
to children nothing should be eaten 
raw. Of course, today medicine recom- 
mends the eating of raw vegetables 
wherever possible. Will we veer back 
and forth in the concept of the proper 
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handling of the organic matter? Time 
will tell. We trust that the Soil and 
Health Foundation will soon find 
some scientific institution that will be 
willing to accept a grant for the study 
of this question. Professor Dhar of 
Allahabad, India, has done much re- 
search to show that raw matter in de- 
caying right in the soil, extracts nitro- 
gen from the air in doing so. In our 
farming, 1951 has given us our best 
yields in ten years, I believe, because 
we are placing our organic matter raw 
on the soil and not composting it. 
There seems to be some evidence that 
organic matter in the process of de- 
caying is very good for the soil, if 
we are careful not to plant a new crop 
on top of raw matter recently applied. 
We obtained a yield of 71 bushels of 
oats to the acre where the average for 
our section is about 35. We obtained 
105 bushels of corn where the average 
is 45. The same holds true for our 
other crops. So long as our yields con- 
tinue to hold up and so long as there 
is little disease in our plants and also 
in the animals and the people eating 
those plants we will continue to apply 
our organic matter raw, and save the 
labor and nutrient losses involved in 
making compost. 


Christmas Trees Go Back 
Into the Soil

Detroit — Residents of suburban 
Grosse Pointe Park fed their Christ- 
mas trees to a giant machine Satur- 
day. 

They watched as city crews stuffed 
the trees into the maw of a $2,400 
wood chipper. The machine reduced 
a tree to dust in five seconds and the 
dust was dumped on vacant lots where 
Assistant Engineer Herbert L. Heger 
said it “makes swell mulch.” 

Before the days of the chipper, 
Heger said debris like Christmas trees 
had to be hauled to a dumping ground

Must Nitrogen Be Applied? 


Q. I notice from time to time that 
you quote research work about the 
fixation of nitrogen in soils filled with 
organic matter. Can you tell me your 
experiences on the Experimental 
Farm with the nitrogen problem? 


A. Several months ago, a complete 
soil testing was made on all parts of 
the farm used for growing crops. This 
land had been treated only with or- 
ganic fertilizer such as manure, corn 
cobs and weeds plus the rock ferti- 
lizers. Yet the tests reported each area 
to have plenty of nitrogen, more than 
enough for normal yields. 

Where did the nitrogen come from 
that could not be accounted for in the 
fertilizers used? Professor Dhar of 
India would say that it had been 
caught from the air with or without 
the help of soil bacteria. Who needs 
chemicals when nitrogen can be had 
free of charge? 


Pruning Vegetables 


Q. Will you settle a friendly argu- 
ment between me and my uncle? It is 
his contention that in transplanting 
cabbage, rutabaga, turnips, beets, and 
similar plants, practically all leaves 
should be torn off so that only the 
small ones at the center remain. He 
also goes through the garden later as 
the plants are growing and removes, 
by cutting or pulling, the lower leaves 
of the rutabagas and the outer loose 
leaves of the cabbage plants. I main- 
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tain such a practice to be contrary to 
nature and that the leaves are there 
for a purpose, i.e. for carrying on pho- 
tosynthesis and building up the plant 
body. In the cabbage the large leaves 
drain water to the roots and shade the 
ground in which the absorptive roots 
are growing. My observations have 
been that in rutabagas the cutting off 
of the lower leaves results in the de- 
velopment of a heavy stem which may 
be several inches in diameter and 
eight to ten inches in height. It is 
my contention that the plant is pro- 
ducing a heavy unedible stem at the 
expense of the fleshy root. 


A. Good gardening consists in pro- 
viding, so far as possible, conditions 
which will permit a plant to grow 
naturally and give the fullest expres- 
sion to its inborn characteristics. Ac- 
cordingly to successfully grow any 
plant one should know whether it pre- 
fers an acid, neutral, or alkaline soil, 
a light or heavy soil, full sunlight or 
partial shade, low or high tempera- 
ture, much or little water. As a rule, 
a plant should be pruned as little as 
is absolutely necessary for the fulfil- 
ment of the purpose for which it is 
being grown. Certain trees and shrubs 
must be pruned to remove dead parts, 
old stems, weak stems when there is 
danger of crowding to provide ade- 
quate air circulation and the penetra- 
tion of light. With few or no excep- 
tions, herbaceous plants should not be 
pruned. Pruning opens wounds for 
the penetration into the plant of dis- 
ease-producing fungi. Some common 
exceptions to no-pruning are disbud- 
ding for the production of fewer but 
larger flowers and flower heads, train- 
ing of tomato vines on a trellis, and 
inducing branching in a plant by 
pinching out the terminal buds.

Trellis Grown Tomatoes 


In my tiny garden of 25 by 35 feet, 
I did not find room for the ambling 
vines of tomatoes. But adjoining my 
lot is an old house foundation, an un- 
sightly view. In order to hide the 
foundation, I finally built a trellis on 
the edge of my lot, which has also 
kept our family in tomatoes. 

The trellis is 48 feet long with a 
post added every eight feet. In each 
section I can grow four plants, which 
means a total of 24 plants. 

The structure reaches about five 
feet high, and could be higher if neces- 
sary. The plants are tied to it as they 
grow. As the suckers form, most of 
them are removed. In the late part 
of the season, a good part of the foli- 
age is taken off so that the sun can 
shine on the fruits. 

We have such pleasure watching 
the lush green foliage against the 
white paint of the trellis. And in the 
meantime, an ugly foundation is 
screened by a living thing of beauty 
that also produces a bountiful harvest.
